Annual Report 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wakefield: 

In our work there must be either progress or retro- 
gression, and your superintendent truthfully states that 
the year about to close has been one of progress. Not 
progress along new lines, but a strengthening of the old. 

We have continued the sight and hearing tests and in 
most cases where defects were found parents have heeded 
the advice given by us and have consulted specialists. 
There is need of medical inspection in all schools. 


Attendance 
The attendance returns to the State Department in 
July were satisfactory. A little more earnest support by 


the parents would make a decided improvement. It should 
be remembered that we receive state aid on the basis of 
average attendance. Many parents, believing that the law 
only compels children to attend school between the ages of 
eight and fourteen, are careless with their children below 
or above these ages. This is harmful to the schools and 
likewise to the child. Attendance and punctuality are 
largely matters of habit and a child once enrolled as a 
member of the school should be punctual and regular in 
attendance. | The superintendent wishes to call attention 
to the child labor law enacted by the last legislature. 
Under this law no child can work at a gainful occupation 
under fourteen years of age and not between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen without a labor certificate which is 
secured in the following manner: Application is made to 
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the superintendent, who furnishes the applicant with a 
certificate that must be filled out by a physician appointed 
by the School Board, in this District a member of the 
Board of Health; another certificate to be filled out by the 
teacher and which states that the applicant has attended 
school three hundred half days in his or her thirteenth year 
or in the year preceding the date of application. This 
means the equivalent of thirty weeks perfect attendance. 
In addition to the above the child must present a certified 
copy of his birth record. With these papers properly filled 
out the superintendent is empowered to grant a certificate 
stating the exact form of employment for which issued, 
provided that the applicant can prove that she or he can 
read and write. 

The attendance for the fall term was highly satis- 
factory, the percentage being 93.3. The winter term will 
be far less satisfactory. The number of tardy marks, 201, 
is excessive. Both fall and winter terms at Union have 
been much broken up, but elsewhere in the District we 
have had no contagious diseases the present year.

Graduates 
It is often stated that our graduates do not enter high 
school, but according to the high school reports 1910-1911 
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there were 41 pupils from Wakefield attending secondary 
schools. Of the 1911 graduates, 18, 15 entered secondary 
schools. The School Board has adopted the plan of award- 
ing diplomas to those pupils who satisfactorily complete the 
course of study in the elementary schools.

Miss Edith Foss taught the Woodman school in the 
fall and Miss Margie G. Morrill the winter term. So many 
changes are harmful to any school although we have been 
fortunate in our selection at each change. Three teachers 
of our present force hold state certificates, an increase of 
one over last year, and more are contemplated. Our 
teachers without certificates must realize that advancement 
in salary rests upon the attainment of the certificate. 


Transportation 

The transportation provided in the Piper District has 
been very efficient. The policy of transporting the pupils 
in this district is a wise one. Thecost of transportation 
at Union has been materially increased because it is now 
necessary to drive to the Brookfield line. At Wakefield 
Corner additional transportation has been provided from 
the Lane District and this has been expensive. At East 
Wakefield and Woodman transportation has remained 
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practically the same. The school at North Wakefield 
dwindled to two pupils and arrangements were made to 
have them transported to Brookfield. In the Weeks Dis- 
trict several pupils attend Brookfield. schools but only 
tuition cost is involved. Under this head I wish to quote ~ 
from your former superintendent. (See Report 1909.) 

‘‘The problem of transportation is often a difficult one 
for the school board to solve. There is no legal obliga- 
tion to transport; there may be amoral one. The child 
living a long distance from the school has the same right 
to school privileges as the child living next door to the 
school. In some cases it is obviously too great a hardship 
for the parent to assume the whole responsibility of trans- 
portation. The law recognizes this and grants the right 
to the school board to use a part of the school money for 
this purpose. In determining whether a distance is a 
reasonable one for a child to walk several things must be 
considered. A distance which may be reasonable for a 
boy of fourteen, may not be reasonable for a girl of eight. 
We must consider the age of the children, the physical 
condition, and the nature of the road. Such has been the 
policy of the school board.”’ | 3 


Repairs 
Every school in the District has received some minor 
repairs this year. At Union the seats, desks and interior 


wood work were varnished and the exterior of the building 
painted. At Sanbornville both buildings were painted out- 
side, and the Primary building was re-finished inside. 
Two new windows were cut in the Grammar school build- 
ing, in the second story, and the outhouse renovated. At 
Wakefield Corner a new stove was installed and the 
exterior of the building painted. East Wakefield, Wood- 
man and North Wakefield had the ceilings whitened and 
the seats and desks re-varnished. South Wakefield was 
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papered and the chimney rebuilt. The appropriation was 
not quite sufficieht to cover these repairs .and a small 
amount was drawn from the generalfund. (See P.S.88:3.) 


Books and Supplies 

No change in text books has been made since the last 
appropriation, but the course ‘in reading has been 
strengthened by the addition of considerable new material, 
and some old books have been replaced. Practically the 
same amount of supply money will be needed next year. 
The per capita cost for supplies has always been less than 
one dollar, which is considered low. (See statistics at the 
close of this report. ) 


Finances 

No state aid will be given to towns ‘whose schools 
have been maintained less than an average of thirty weeks 
for the school year next preceding; or whose tax rate for 
school purposes is less than $4.50 on one thousand dollars 
of equalized valuation.’’ The equalized valuation of 
Wakefield as recently published by the State Equalization 
Board is $1,264,758 and a rate of $4.50 on a thousand 
dollars will make it necessary to raise $5,691.41 by school 


tax. Last year the amount raised by taxation was 

$5,415.00, making an increase of $276.41 to be raised this 

year if state aid is desired. Last year state aid was re- 

ceived as follows:

Next year’s state aid will be at least $400.00, and 
perhaps more.
